(para) I have viewed with concern the continuing 
deterioration of the situation in Laos. Because of this 
concern, I wrote on March 6 to the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom and the Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
asking for their assistance in achieving full compliapce 
with the 1962 Geneva Agreements on Laos. In my letter I 
supported the appeal of the Prime Minister of the Royal 
Government of Laos to the Co-chairmen to bring about 
consultations among the signatories of the Geneva 
Agreements on Laos in accordance with Article IV of the 
Declaration on the Neutrality of Laos, 
(para) On March 16 Prime Minister Wilson sent a most 
helpful reply indicating his Government's willingness to 
engage in these consultations. On the other hand, in his 
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letter of March 13, Chairman Kosygin, while admitting 
that there were violations of the Geneva Agreements, 
indicated that his Government would take no actions to 
encourage the holding of consultations- I have wri.tten 
again to Chairman Kosygin reiterating my Govornment's 
view that the Soviet Government should act in accordance 
with its obligations under the Geneva Agreements and 
undertake consultations as required by Article IV of the 
Declaration . 

(para) Since the People's Republic of China is not only 
a signatory of the Geneva Agreements, but also a 
neighbor of Laos, the present situation there must be for 
your government a subject of concern, I am aware that 
our interpretations of the situation in Laos and in 
particular of the important problem of foreign inter- 
vention may. be quite different, but I think that it is . 
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in the interest of all the signatories now in 1970, as 
it was in 1962, that Laos be permitted to enjoy in- 
dependence, neutrality and peace. It is my firm belief 
that in addition to the talks among the Lao themselves,, 
which we hope will successfully resolve some of the*' ' 
internal Lao problems, it is essential for the signatories 

of the Geneva Agreements to consult with the Royal Lao*

Government and among themselves to consider measures * T 

which might prove necessary to ensure the sovereignty, 
independence, neutrality and territorial integrity of the 
Kingdom of Laos. 

(para) I would welcome, Mr. Premier, your thoughts on 
Article IV Consultations and any other steps which you 
think might be taken to help bring about peace in Laos.
